KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 25.— 


Dr. A. F. Blanchard, osteopath and 
former 
business associate of Zoe 


Wllklns, murdered ten days ago, was 
ordered arrested 
today for ques- 


tioning by police chief, I. B. Walston. 


Blanchard was sought after he 


was reported to have told conflicting 
stories to investigators of his deal- 
ings with the woman. 


Authorities today said indications 


were that Mrs. Wilkins had been 
slain by some one with a knowledge 
of anatomy. Instead of her throat 
being slashed, as it would have been 
had she been killed by an unskilled 


person, two deft incisions had been 
made with a knife which were cer- 
tain to cause death. 


They believed that Mrs. Wilkins 


possibly had been injured in a quar- 
rel and after attempts to revive her 
had failed her throat was cut Her 
body showed marks of having re- 
cently been subjected to a strenu- 
ous osteopathic treatment which of- 
ficials now believe might have re- 
sulted from attempts to revive her.

LAND FRAUDS 


PROBE HALTED 


WILL SEEK GOLD IN FAB LED AZTEC UINED CITY 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
25. —A 


threat by Senator Heflin, Alabama, 
to carry the investigation of alleged 
Texas land frauds to the floor of 
the senate temporarily halted the 
senate postoffice committee's probe 
today. 


Heflin, under whose resolution the 


inquiry is being conducted vehe- 
mently objected to the interruption 
S& the presentation of evidence by 
Jas R. Page, counsel for "land vic- 
tims" by George Hill, Houston, Tex., 
counsel for R. B. Creager. 


Hill interrupted Page's cross-ex- 


amination of Chief Postal Inspector 
Hush D. Simmons to ask several 
questions and despite vigorous ob- 


jections by Heflic, Chairman Moses 
permitted Hill to proceed. 


Hill asked Simmons if he knew 


that Page was "a fugitive from jus- 
tice in Texas, and left there upon 
the return of eight indictments and 
the filing of disbarment proceedings 
against him." 


"Yes. I had a general knowledge 


of that," Simmons replied. "This in- 
vestigation is not going to be killed," 
Heflin declared. 
"Should every- 


thing that Hill has asked be true it 
is no defense against the allegations 
in the complaint petitions filed with 
the postoffice department." 


At this point the committee re- 


cessed until 3 p. m.

De- 
scribing the incident she said they 
had beeu studying common law mar- 
riages in a class and that Hardman 
drew up and showed me a marriage 
contract in which our names 
ap- 


peared. He handed it to me and 
said 'How's this?' I said 'Fine and 
scribbled my name on it, believing it 
in fun. I never heard any more of 
the contract until he began claiming 
it was done in good faith and bind 
ing.'"

The oxygen WAS allowed to 


escape close to the boy's face, using 
a device for lessening the pressure. 
He changed from blue to red in a 
short time, and as the oxygen was 
•withdrawn, changed back to blue 
again. The flow was then regulated 
so that he could breathe it constant- 
ly under the direction of both day 
and night nurses. 


The treatment was continued for a 


month and at first a full tank was 
used each day, then diminished 
gradually as the lungs-cleared until 
it was reduced ti fifty cubic feet a 
day. By tills time the boy was well 
enough to manipulate the hose him- 
self. 
Nine tanks, holding 1,800 


cubic feet of oxygen were used, and 
the boy is now making a ^apid ie- 
covery.

British Airmen Begin Round the 


World Flight. 


RACE WITH ARMY AVIATORS 


First Leg of Journey to Lyons, 


France. 


Hope to Be Back in London by 


June 28—Expect to Make Three 


to Five Hundred Miles 


a Day. 


CALSHOT, England, March 25.— 


Britain's effort to beal America in 
the first airplane flight around the 
•world started today. 


At 12:09 p. m. Commander Stuart 


MacLaren, first of the three British 
flyers to get under way took off from 
here for Lyons, France, on the first 
leg of the long air journey. 


The high wind had abated and 


visibility was good. 


Commander MacLaren made a pre- 


liminary test flight and found his .en- 
gine functioning perfectly. He de- 
cided, however, to throw out some of 
his supply of heavy spare parts. 


The commander then took the air, 


-flying low and fast toward 
the 


French coast. 


King George bade the flyer "god- 


speed." 


"I shall watch your progress with 


the greatest interest and wish you 
luck," the British sovereign wired. 


The airmen plan on making the 


entire trip in about 292 flying hours. 
They expect to reach Karachi, India, 
April 7; Tokio, April 28; Vancouver, 
May 27; Ottawa, June 5, and be back 
in London by June 28. 


"We hope to make an average of 


three to five hundred miles a day," 
Commander MacLaren said. 


The airmen are using a special am- 


phibian machine, with a land under 
carriage, which, during. the flight, 
will be drawn up above the keel. The

DEEP PROVIDE FUEL. 


California Oil Man Visiting in 
M Lincoln Tells of Development 


' Under Soveit Along the 


Caspian Sea. 


Nine months spent in the oil fields 


of 
Russia, eating Russian foods, 


drinking Russian water and living 
in a country where one never hears 
the English language spoken except 
by companions, has somewhat dam 
pened the ambition of W. W. Till- 
man toward further connection with 
that country. 


Mr. Tillman left the Colifornia oil 


fields about ten months ago in com- 
pany with twenty'companions, all ex- 
perienced oil drillers, to assist in the 
development of Rusian oil fields now 
in the hands of the International 
Barnsall company under control of 
the Sinclair company, along the 
Caspian sea. 
After 
nine months 


spent in the vicinity of Barku he de- 
clares himself ready to resume his 
former position with Sinclair inter- 
ests in California. 


Describing the country in which 


he was working, Mr. Tillman com- 


pared the climate favorably with 
that of Southern California, the dry 
and rainy st-aHons prevailing much 
In the same m«nner, the temperature 
never making exceptional variations 
except during the rainy season. AH 
kinds of fruit is grown In this terri- 
tory with the exception of grapefruit 
which Is unknown and 
was sadly 


missed by the California drillers. 


Of the twenty-one men who were 


in the party upon its arrival in Rus- 
sia, but seven remained to continue 
their work, those that returned be- 
ing mostly married men. 


Antique methods used by th«' Rus- 


sians for oil drilling necessitated 
shipping all machinery for extensive 
operation in the development of the 
fields along the Caspian. 


The fields and the territory in 


which they lie are now under rule 
of the Soviet government, which has 
made amazing progress in a short 
time toward the development of all 
industries. 
The importation of for- 


eign labor and machinery has been 
largely responsible for this growth. 
The country 
now is largely inhab- 


ited by Turks, Armenians and Tar- 
tars, who seem to have taken an in- 
terest in business and to realize the 
possibilities of the future. 


Oil is found in many places at a 


depth of fifteen feet and less, oil at 
such level, however, is of poor qual- 
ity and can not be refined to any 
'advantage, but is used as a fuel. An 
excellent quality of oil is found at a 
depth of about 2,400 feet. 
Until 


American machinery and methods 
came into use with the arrival of 
Tillman's party, this lower supply 
remained 
practically 
untouched. 


Russian methods required over a 
year and a half to sink a well to that

Citizens of Barku marveled 


at the first well dug by the American 
party, which took about ninety daya 
and reached below that depth. Th-re 
are now about 7.000 wells in this 
particular field, some of them dug to 
the lower level but many ' dug by 
hand to upper basins. 


Tillman in telling of the mode of 


living and describing the town 
of 


Barku said that filth and refuse pre- 
vailed in the city. Barku is a city 
boasting of over 200.000 population 
and is 
typically Russian in plan. 


There seems to be no regard for 
streets, the 
Own 
being built in 


squares with shop buildings i routing 
each side and leaving a large couu 
in the center in which the people 
live. Each family is also allotted a 
given-amount of space within this 
court. Of course some livestock Is 
also held within this space, so all iu 
all it isn't just as sanitary as it 
might be. The streets are the re- 
maining ground between these build 
ing squares. No ordinances restrict 
garbage dumping in them. 


The water all must be boiled be- 


fore it is suitable for drinking pur- 
poses and even after that process a 
salt flavor remains. 
Few wells re- 


quire one to carry drinking water on 
every journey. Salt is of a very poor 
quality and is very dirty. Mr. Tin- 
man expressed being much at loss 
without it for cooking. Meat is sold 
in shops that are open to the public 
—also to insects. 


Tillman declares that with few 


cooking materials and an Armenian 
cook, the strictly American cook- 
book in his party was of little use. 
However, with the assistance of the 
book and one of the party to read it 
to the interpreter, who in turn ad- 
vised the cook, a few almost Ameri- 
caa meals were enjoyed. 


People in the vicinity of Barkp 


sadly mourned their loss thru the 
death of Lenine, whom they re- 
garded as the Washington, of their 
country. Lenine had done much to- 
ward the improvement of their cir- 
cu .stances and 
had 
encouraged 


every willingness to increase the 
planting of crops and the 'manufac- 
turing of materials as well as the de- 
velopment of their oil fields for fuel 
purposes.

Nebraska farmers plan to decrease 


the acreage to sppring wheat 30 per- 
cent: to increase corn and barley 
acreage slightly; to maKe a moder- 
ate increase in acreage of oats and 
tame hay; to grow about the oame 
acreage of potatoes and more flax, 
according to the planting intentions 
survey made by the Division of Crop 
and Livestock Estimates. 


Most.of the acreage shifts in Ne- 


braska resulted from the reduction 
of wheat acreage. Since the wheat 
acreage was reduced heavily last 
year thru decreased seeding and 
heavy abandonment, shifts to other 
crops will be less marked this year. 
The purpose of the planting inten- 
tion survey is to give farmers-ad 
vanced information on intended acre 
age 'in' order that modifications may 
be made in case the acreage appears 
to be higher or lower than desirable.

How- 
ever, corn yields for the past live 
years have been high, and a reduc- 
"tion of two or three bushels per acre 
may decrease the crop sufficiently to 
balance the increased acreage. 


Consumption 
of oats 'has been 


much larger than usual, and if con- 
tinued, the carry-over will be small. 
More oats will be needed with the 
increased dairy production. Losses 
of winter oats in southeastern states 
have been quite heavy and it is 
doubtful if spring seeding wil. be 
sufficient 
for 
replacement. 
The 


trend of acreage and production of j 
)ats has been upward for some time | 
or the country as a whole, but has 
not kept pace with the increased 
ivestock production in north central 
states west of the Mississippi river. 


While barley production has been 


maintained in the country, market 
receipts are less than half of the 
quantity in the past. This indicates 
greately increased use for feed, and 
reflects the increase in dairy and 
log production, particularly in the 
northern, and the west edge of the 
corn belt. Since there appears to 
be a further tendency to increase 
numbers of livestock in this region 
the increased barley acreage seems 
proper. 
Some of the northeastern states 


were short of hay and imported con- 
siderable 
hay from Canada. 
The 


supply was ample in central states, 
but the quality was low, and the 
best grades commonded good prices. 
The chances for a market for the in- 
creased acreage will depend upon in- 
creased livestock production. 
This 


will apply in particular to Nebraska 
due to the disadvantage 
of long 


freight hauls to market. There has 
been a considerable 
shift of Ne- 


braska plow land to sweet clover 
pasture.

ENGLISH COMPOSITION—I. 
Limi ting the Subject—The Importance of 
Defln ition. 


L 


IMITING the Subject. The more inexperienced a writer Is, thi 


larger the subject he is likely to select for discussion in a limited 
space. There are two reasons for this error. In the first plac» 


people often do not realize how much there is to know about a topic* 
Secondly, it is much easier to spout forth vague, general ideas than 
actually to get down to specific facts. Ignorance and laziness then Me at 
the root of this bad habit. When you think of writing, ask yourself if 
your topic cannot be made more restricted and more definite. 


What has just been said is not only a general piece of advice, but an 


explanation of this series of articles. Mr. Hoover could not possibly tell 
you everything about sentence-structure in five thousand words. Hs 
wisely chost to explain a few points thoroughly. The same method wil' 
be applied to the present series. I do not intend to discuss the' writing 
of stories and descriptive sketches. My field is limited to Exposition—th-i' 
form of composition which explains and discusses. Exposition is closelv 
connected with Argument, for in order to make aa idea clear we muv 
often employ logical proof. Hence much of what will be said abou' 
Exposition applies equally well to Argument. Both forms appeal to th-5 
intellect, in contrast to Narration and Description, which appeal to tK=> 
emotions. Clarity is the great essential of Exposition and Argument; the 
great essential of Narration and Description is the quality of interest 
But the logical processes which underlie debate will not concern us 
Our «ubject is that clear and orderly treatment of specific facts ami 
general theories which constitutes Exposition. 


Therefore the articles will trace from beginning to end the writin? 


of en expository theme. The most practical way for you to follow tbc 
work will be to write such a theme for yourself. 
Take some general 


subject, an£ then select a special aspect of that topic. If you are in- 
terested in electricity, for example, write on The Construction of Storage 
Batteries; or if you are interested in religion, write on The Ethict of 
Church Advertising. I sliall not be able to correct these themes, but if you 
will cend them to me at the conclusion of the^ course I shall 'be glad co 
look them over. 


The Importance of Definition. When you have selected your subject, 


be sure that you know what it means. This advice may seem super- 
fluous, but it is surprising how many writers scribble away without an? 
understanding of the terms which they are using. They va'guely denouni* 
something as "un-demdcratic" without having framed any sound definition 
of democracy." How much loose talk would be avoided if we would only 
frame in our minds a clear idea of what our high, sounding phrases mean 
and then make that idea plain to our readers! 


Definition is of supreme importance in enabling the writer to dins 


to his subject. A student of mine tried to handle The Drug Traffic, but 
everything he said had to do with the effect of the drug habit. If you 
will look up traffic in the dictionary, yon will see that not one word of his 
essay had anything to do with his declared subject. Another student se« 
out to show that moving pictures in the church have a genuine religious 
value. What he did show was that people could often be lured into the 
church to see a moving picture. Unless "religion" and "sitting in church" 
are Identical terms, which seems unlikely, his conclnsion was off the point. 
Such errors as these "can be corrected by the habit of exact definition. 


The Requirements of Definition. A good definition does two things 


(1) It places the terra within a class. (2) It distinguishes that t«nn from 
other members of the same class. A definition which merely does th? 
former is never adequate. Thus the statement, "Exposition is a form of 
aiscourse." is true, but it is not a definition because it applies.equally t" 
Narration, Description and Argument. We must add a distinguishing 
phrase so that the definition will read: "Exposition is (1) that form of 
discourse (2) whose purpose Is to explain specific facts or general ideas 
Since none of the other forms of discourse have exactly this purpose, the 
term has been defined. 


Of course many definitions need to be expanded or discussed,before 


tliey;-are perfectly clear, and in..general you should not approach thi« 
matter in a rigidly technical way. Simply remember that definition calls 
for at answer to two questions: "In what general class does this tern* 
belong?" and "Exactly what qualities make this term different from oth«r 
terms that come under the same class?" 


We have learned to-day that we should restrict our topics to such a 


compass that they can be treated in a specific and definite manner, and 
that 'f this restriction Is to be profitable we must know exactly what our 
subject means—bow much it includes, and how much it excludes. Th* 
lext article will deal chiefly with methods of gathering ma'terial.

CHICAGO. March L'5,—Ten and a 


half millioti American farmers 
and 


farm workers today arc producing 
nearly 40 per cent more crops thau 
practically th»> same number ol far- 
mers in this country were producing 
twenty years ago. it is stated in the 
report of the researr-h council of the 
national transportation institute 


"To those who have not realized- 


how- 
efficient 
agriculture iu this 


country ia the report will come as an 
eye-opener," declared James R. How- 
ard, president of the national trans- 
portation institute. "The American 
farmer is the largest usei ot capital 
per individual worker of any of the 
fundamental industries. In 1900 there 
were 10,248,935 farm 
workers in 


America. In 1920 the number had in- 
creased only 434.000. In the same pe- 
riod the money invested in farm «nd 
farm equipment 
increased 
from 


$20,439,901,164 in 1900 to $77,924,- 
100,338 in 1920. ' 


"In this twenty-year period our 


population Increased from 75,000,000 
to 105,000.000 and the total number 
of people at work increased from 29,- 
0.73,23:; to 41.614,248. Only a small 
fraction of these workers were need- 
ed on the farms, so that, jince 1900, 
tills country has had 60 per cent per 
capita more manufactured goods 
than it had in 1900."

vation Army unnecessary, because 
there is no large' poverty stricken 
population to be ministered unto. 


T. B. Driscoll, a Salvation Army 


representative, told of the merits of 
the organization from a charitable 
and administrative point 
of 
view. 


Tha only paid executives of the 
"army" receive only $13 per week, 
all the rest of the nfoney collected 
going into charity, he said. He de- 
clared that he had no quarrel with 
the Community Chest, but that he be- 
lieved 
the 
Salvation 
Army was 


•worthy of receiving a share- of the 
chest funds. The Salvationists have 
been active for sixty years, and are 
now supported by sixty community 
chests in other cities, he declared.

"Some of my friends have sug- 


gested that I have gone crazy," said 
Vanderlip when be was asked to dis- 
pel a certain air of mystery with 
which his operations since coming i 
to Washington recently have beei 
cloaked. "Well, I'll tell you what 
I'm doing and you can judge whether 
I'm crazy or not." 


Firsc, Vanderlip insisted, any ac- 


count of hia activities here must 
make it plain that he is, for the time 
being, under the direction of Senator 
Wheeler, the aggressive "prosecu- 
tor" of the senate committee Investi- 
gating Attorney General Daugherty. 


"Wheeler and I are working in 


close cooperation," said Vanderlip. 


The Citizens Federal Research bu- 


reau, which he has just opened here 
is a bare, cheerless office, only half 
furnished as yet.

"I invented this research bureau," 


said Vanderlip, "to get to the Ameri- 
can people the facts about conditions 
in the government. 


"My idea was to get the facts to- 


gether and send them to 1,000 news- 
papers.

Answer to Yesterday's. 


The rule for ascertaining the true 


weight of an article weighed on the 
off-centre scales, is to take the 
square root of the product of the two 
weights. 


In the jeweler's sketch the weights 


were shown as 9 and 4 ounces The 
square root of 36 gives 6 ounces as 
the true weight of the bag of amal- 
gam On the long arm of the scales 
the 6 ounces balanced as 9 ounces, 
showing that one arm of the scales 
was one and one half times as long 
as the other 
Therefore, the sepa- 


rate bags of gold and silver balanc- 
ing e\ enly in the first sketch proved 
that the metals were in the ration of 
11-2 to 1. and of the 6 ounces of 
amalgam 2 2-5 was gold and 3 3-5 was 
silver.
